ThB-lMt 01 the Prince of Wales Iji 
.Aaaerica. 

A'CarrespoiKJent of the .\mv York Timts, 
telegraphing from Boston on the lOtli of 
October, says : 

At 4X o'clock tlufi morninp, after learing 
tho hall, which wm ii lieoiJed success, the 
Prince of Wales, a tire-i anil used-up man, 
retired to hia couch, whereiie remained until 
lOi ^t'-elock, shortly after which breakfast 
was 8ef»«d, and ttie busincss-of the day be- 
gan. At J2 o clook, in company with the 
Mayor and Council of Cembficlgo and the 
geiitlenieii of HD.slon, they srarted amid the 
enthusiaslic Kri'ot nL;s of a Irirye crowd to- 
' ward the seat of le.arniiiM. Tiw en;ire ronti- 
was thronged with carnaijos of every de- 
Aoription, and the sMne was v.iry aay ami 
beautiful. When the Vkdco rKi»i;hed Cam- 
brid:,'e, he wan greeted by -l;«00 school 
children, who respeeiiully uiu'.overod as his 
horse walked slowly throcgh the lines, and 
cheered hitn ver;, heartiiy. The children 
threw a shower r>f boqneti;, with whirh tlie 
Prince was much gtaiihe<l. Many house.s 
and stores were beautil'ully ilecorateil with 
rflags and banners. The Prince vras aniound- 
cd^at the 1,'reat number of young misses, 
whose amiliii;^ tilers greeted hirn at every 
step, and who uiaiiife^teJ .their interest by 
ilultering'heiriiiiiidterchieis ai)(J pre.-^.'Jling 
boquetd. 

At the gateway of Gore Kali were drawn 
up in line the metnhefs of the University, 
each class by itself, each of whom siJuIihI 
the Priiiee, as diil ttie band, which playeil 
the naliiinal air.herii, I'resid*!!* Fallon mel 
the Prince al tlie earriaue step, aihl led hini 
into the hall, where were u;aihcreil the .shin- 
ing li;.'hl.s of thH Hell-Kvofelt. party and 
many less notable personai;efi. After sc-rie 
time spent in iniroduotions, the Prince w»s 
taken Ihroiieh the rariou.s buiWings and 
jpartmenis i-onnectei! with tlie ^,'ollege. The 
<;iirio.sitie.s, anciorit and modern wiiie shown 
him, but with the e.vception ot Mine of Ag- 
«88iy*8 snalces, he paid little aitetiUon to any 
of them. He was too tired to caxa foi any- 
thing or anybody. 

At two o'clock he partook of what was 
called a" breakfast." During lh*i enlerlaijj- 
inent indoors, there wa.s one of a d'lthre.iu 
character outside. The Ctiiefof Pi.jli<;e '.van 
disposed to be very particular witti some ol 
the studontfl, w4wn one of thom, named 
Robertson, rapped him over the head with 
his cane. The coQKequences wore a rush 
.of hi.s friend.'? auJ a triumphal procession, in 
which theolfeiider was elevated high on the 
iihoulders of his fe].low.'^. 

The Prince had o-xprossod to the iMayor 
an earnest desire to see Bunker Hill and tho 
Monument ; and, in compliance wi^Jiis 
request, it was determined to take fiim to 
tho spot. No police wer« ou hahd lo^re- 
•train th» urowd from following clo.se upon 
the heol.s of the party, and when the Prince 
had alighted from his carriage it was with 
great dillicully that iho entirosnits were t;ot- 
ten inside tho Monument. The autograph 
of the entile party are in the visitar's book. 
Tho spot where Warren fell and the rcmam- 
iiig portions of tho American fortifications 
jeceived tho maikoil attention of the Duko 
of Newcaalle and Gen. Bruce, who we;-e 
evidently much impressed by the place aiul 
jneiiiories connected wilJi it. 

They paid allying visit to tho Navy Yard, 
and then with lightning rapidity ditovo 
fthroiigh the city, whero thoy visited a re- 
jnarkablo iiuiaber of places in a very brief 
,«paco of timo, and as rpiiekly as |)os.<iljle the 
Prince Biattod for his hoiel, to start for Port- 
land next ihornjng, 

'Letters and dispatches wore reriuived 
.by tho party .looii after reaching I'tirllaiid, 
and the Duke of Nowcastio roail his papers 
ta8ijux.odt5 iju tho pro.cesaion. Tliu letteis 



were distributed at the wharf before the con- 
fusion was over, and tho baggage was on 
board when the Prince arrived. Passing 
under a large arch on the hill back of the 
harbor, and walking down a long flight of 
steps to the dock built for the steamship 
Great Eastern, nfter quiakly reviewing the 
Iroops, wliich were drawn np along the 
wharf, the Prince said, " I'm very cold-— 
hurry," and moved towards the Hero's 
bai'ie. The .steps leading to tlio beat were 
covered with crimson cloth. Shaking hamls 
with Gov. Hanks, Gov. Goodwin, Mayor 
Lincoln and iM.ayor Howard, to whom ho 
said, •' I am sorry that my visit lias been so 
brief." he jumpe'd into the barge. The re- 
mainder of the party stayed a few moments, 
shaking hands, saying " good by " to their 
Canadian friends. Governor Bands, Senator 
Sumner, and many Americans to whom they 
had been previously introduced. 

The scene was most imposing. Many 
vessels were lying i:i the harbor, and these 
with the wharves ami vessels lying at them, 
wore black with people, and thehill.s behind 
were literally covered, the gay dresses of 
the ladies giving them the appearance of 
being covered with autumnal vroods. Still 
behind these, upon the summit of the hill, 
were hundreds of carriages, filled and cover- 
ed with curious observers. During the pro- 
cession the Prince's carriage stopped a mo- 
ment, and the whole party were photo- 
graphed. At last the Prince's barge, which 
bore his plumes on the front, starieil for the 
H ^ro, and instantly all the guns of. all the 
(ihips commenced iliniidering a salnte. This 
was repeated, the shi|)'8 band played God 
Save the Queen, Hail Colombia, anil Yankee 
J)oodle, as the Prince stepped on tiie Hero's 
ileck, at lialf-pastjour o'clock. Lord Lyons 
and other members of the party remained 
some time looking at- the ship. They then 
enjoyed the hospitalities of Alayor Howard, 
and returned to Boston at six o'clock the 
same evening. 

The vessels of the Prince's fleet set sail 
almost immediately. They were accorn- 
|ianjed a short distance from the harbor by 
several sailing vessels and the steamer Wis- 
tun, loaded with spectators from Boston, and 
were saluted by Fort Preble as they passed. 
15 y (j o'clock it'.ey were hull tlown upon the 
lioil/.un, and al 7 lisherrnen reported thoin 
out of.sighl. They steered direct for K-ig- 
land, making no stoppages. The especial 
port which they will m ke has not yet been 
decided upon, but the Admiral thought that 
tliey -vould land at Plymouth. The Whole 
En:^li8h Channel fleet is expected to meet 
tli«m >t)mn distance outside iIk; liarbor, and 
receive tliein with royal honors. 

A correspondent ol the itfew \ ork Sunday 
Jlerald, writing from Portland on the -JtOih, 
says : 

The Prince of Wales islt Boston in a 

special train at 9\ o'clock this morning. Ho 
aas escMted to tliH Kastern Railroad depot 
by a troap of lancers. The streets were 
fairly jarnr.'iod with people, who cheerwl eii- 
Ihusiastieally, waved (lags and handker- 
chiefs, aiji^: in every way .'ought to honor 
tlieir de|)a.'ting guest. The Prince was ia 
KVi eJJeiit h««nor, bowing and smiling r<;- 
.^piiiises to their salutations. At the depot 
he tool; leave .Mr Winthroii acd other 
dii.inguished r.it'.zens. The p.irty arrived 
,il Portland at o'clock, and wa.; received 
■!' the depot by .^Iayor Heward and theCom- 
■uittee. and escoited to carriages. A pro- 
cesKioil was then formed, consisting of 
several curnpanies of holdiers, three of 
which hail come a long ilistance from the 
back eoiiiitry to do honor to t.'ii! I'riiiC*-. 
The PoriUnd Kille Corps acted as a yorif.J 
of honor. The scene >vas verj^ tine, the 
streets being crowded with people, most of 
<vhom were ladies, and the display of mili- 
tary heins very comtue!i<lal)le (or so small a 
city. The proeession pa-stui through nearly 
all the streets ol the cily. The day was 
ccid, with a northeast wind, and tho party 
fuurd tho long ride any thing but agreeable. 

While the cortege was piogressing, sail- 
ors were occupied, undor tho direction of 
Commodore Seymour, in getting the royal 
parly's ba;;:iage on board the ships. Each 
article of clothing seemed to be done up in 
a separate portmanteau. iVumerous were 
the puroels. Dr. Ackland had many cases 
of books and mathematical instruments, in- 
eluding some presented by Senator Seward. 
Among other aiticles, tho Prince had several 
turiles" which ho had captured on the 
piairio, and an immense box, containing 
large moose horns, from Canada. Lonl 
Hinchenbtooko had singing birds and oourier 
sijiiirrels.

The Controverted Election— Baquimalt 
Town. 

ThH Elociion Cdinmiltee, deputed to try 
tlie ri^lit of Mr. G. T. Gordon to a seat in ti e 
Assembly, concluded their labors yesterday, 
by declaring the eleotion null and void. 
The point o.i which they decided the c . e 
was a legal one ; and the question was ii i 
taken as to whe her De Cosmos had or had 
not a majority of legal voles over Gordon. 
Had thai subject beon entereil into, ihert; is 
no doubl but De Cosmos would have bm ii 
returned. Tiie legal question on whicti the 
decision was made arose out of the revised 
list of voiers. The Reiurnini; OHicer was 
instructed by the Colonial Secretary to allow 
none to vote except they were on the reyis- 
tered list for 1859. The consequence was 
that many voters, who tendered their voles 
for De Cosmos, were refused; in short, 
through the arbitrary conduct of the Colo- 
nial Secretary, acting possibly under in- 
structions from Gov. Douglas, and without 
doubt with the advtoe of Attorney Gener.il 
Gary, many voiers were thus disfranchised, 
the district misrepresented, and the leyili- 
mate representative, De Cosmos, tlefealed. 
The Committee, however, has put an end to 
the machinations of the corrupt crew, who 
despise law, mid enforci;, by such wiUin- 
agents as the Slierili, decrees that have no 
foundation, except in wickedness. Inshoit, 
the Coramiilee have deoland that the reyis- 
tered list of voiers made for 1859, was inap- 
plicable to the Esquiraalt election, held in 
August, 1860. And that consequently the 
election was null and void. 

The decision has met with universal ap- 
probation ; and the defeat of Mr. Gordon is 
a subject of geueral congralulation. T,:e 
rebuke thus given to the faction in who.-^e 
hands are placed the destinies of the^e 
colonies, is one not easily to bo for;^iiiien. 
Tiie KeforiTieis may claim il as a si^iiiil vic- 
tory. The Obiiructives may take il as a pre 
monitory warning. They have escaped the 
expose that could not but have followed had 
Nayle and Pearse ,'.nd some others been put 
on Ibe stand, only by admUUiii; thai Ihc revised 
list was no good. They thus preferred to 
accept a defeat to tbe disclosures about in- 
timidation and undue influence which were 
brought to bear on the eleotion. But the 
moral influence of the admission cannot 
but be damning evidence against them, one 
and all, that will cling to them as long as 
there is a free press and a free people in 
this colony. 

The revised list of voters for Victoria 
Town, nl the ei'piration of the period for 
Reijislration. was '.iiio ; the day fdlowing, 
222; iind wtieii the Reviser certilied to tiiu 
list, there weio 'i:)!,— a n.'orc miraculous 
feat than the miracle of the loa\e8 and 
fishes. But this was not sufficient. The 
Esquimau town election must surpass cook- 
ed lists of votors, and the scandal of ballot 
box stuffing. All that was necessary ther , 
was to instruct the Sheriff' to allow no one 
to vote not on the lisi of 1859. This was 
their only chance. Hard swearlngand fal-o 
votes with intimidation and such dis- 
honorable coiuliiet of llio>e lii;;h in power as 
is nol kno'.vn m any oilier civili/ed communi- 
ty, backed up tiy a list of voiers ileclarod hy 
Iho ootnmitlee 1(1 Ik; inapplicable, did what 
never Wduld olhenvisc li:ive beenaooom- 
piiplicil— llic lelurn of .'Jimloii. 

The. iievl move on llie board n a now 
eli'clion. The writ iriu-,1 issue forlhwitli. 
And if every voter in Ks(|iiimall town dis- 
trictisnot allowed to cast uis vdh wiiliniii

Although we have hoard a great many 
attempts at duels, by boUigerent parlies 
ill BriiUh Columbia, w o never expected to 
livfl to record one of thoae bloody affairs of 
honor as occurring within the border* of that 
colony. BSut.it «eem» tHat we have been 
grossly deiieivea in our expectations, for a 
friead wriTes us that a hostile rencontre took 
place near Lytton City recently, in which a 
couple of okl pioneers took part ; and, al- 
■thoughitwas not fatal ia its elTects, siill 
goes a long way to prove that there are at 
le«st two men in the sister colony of si.f. 
ficienl pluck to fight a duel. The parties 

.are named D s and P— 'he jormer 

aCariboo trader, and the latter a packer. A 
difficulty arose between the two in regard 
to which should pay for the washing of -.x 
arev ai.ni.el over.shirl, which had been worn 
:^l,ema ely by both. The dispu.e lasted 

several day., and at last, I' n. becom.t:g 

terribly enraged at some expressions D s 

had used, piiched in and gave him a ire- 
mendous' wolloping. For this the la.ter 
challenged him. P— acoep ed, and 
■chose double-barreled shot guns, distance 
.tweiily paces. Seconds were selected, and 
towards the close of the day, the panes went 
about a mile from town, lossed for a choice 
of ground, took their posiuoii.^ and b lued 
•»wav At the discharge of the second bar- 
rel of D s' weapon, hid antagonise leap 

,d into the air and fell upon the ground ap- 
parently in the last agonies of death D 
Spon seeing the mischief he had to all 
appearances wrought, ran into town with the 
intention of ha^teninj; down the r.ver in a 
canoe; but finding none ready to start j list 
then, secreted himself in the sioie ot a 
friend, beneath a number of packing boxes 
In the meantime some of the witnesses ot 
the "bloody'' ailair informed the poli(5B ol 
^vhat h«d (....nirred, and Justice Ball, ac- 
companied by two olhcers, made dili;;.iil 
search for D. About eight oViock ui llie 
evening, after ransacking the whole low,,, 
he was found, and pulled from his hidii.g- 
ulace in a very woebegone state of mind, 
and taken to the lockup. In the meantiine, 
P haviii" recovered from his '• wound, he- 
creted himsolf in the neighborhood ui ihe 
city,— and although the justice viMt,;;d Ihf 
batik-ground for itie puipose of bringing ui 
his body and holding an inquest, ii ol 
course could not -be ffidtid. The two sec- 
onds ii-sie, howeverrcaaght, and lodged in 
jail fo.r iJja n/'«lit along with D. 

The fleet morniflg. P., thinking the joke 
had been cairied about far ensugli, ap- 
peared before the justice, and after .-atisly- 
that otficial thai he wa.; really llesli and 
blood, and had not been slam in liu-lile 
combat bv the .bloodthirsty D. the nig lit he- 
fore, the "jail doors were opened, and that 
unhappy perfloii, weeping bitieriy, wiu- 
liberated along with the nvo seconds, who 
laughed heartily when set al liberty. 

It turned out that the ;;uiis were loa.leil 
with powder only, and that of cou.s^ 1 . 
had sustained no damage. D. was over- 
joyed at finding his late antagonist alive, 
and declared it his intention hereafter U. 
look alter P.'s wanlrobe in general, and his 
shirts in particular, lor the next j ear, and to 
pay all his wash-bills. Justice Ball was as 
badly told as any one, anil lectured the 
practical jokers euundiy lot il<eir parlicipa- 
iion in the allair.

° Considerable nAciternent existed in the 
Australian colonies as to the war between 
the natives of New Zealand and the British, 
though latterly the popular feeling was sub- 
siding.

By the City of Ilobiirt, which arrived at a
